HIS CONDITION PRECARIOUS 


Suffering excruciating pain from the 
effects of a most brutal and cowardly 
assault, John Greer lies in a dark and 
miserable looking room 
on 
Market 
street at the rear of what is generally 
known as Schlegel’s fish and 
oyster 
market. 
Although in this agonizing condition 
since last Saturday night, information 
pertaining to the deed and its perpe­ 
trators did not rt'ach police headquar­ 
ters until late 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Why it was not reported is a 
mys­ 
tery. 
Health Officer Burgess made the dis­ 
covery and under peculiar circumstan­ 
ces. 
Having been notified that 
from 
the house in which the man suffers, 
sickening fumes and air foul in the ex­ 
treme have been coming in volumes 
for several days, Mr. Burgess went to 
make an investigation and while there 
found the poor unfortunate creature. 
in possession of the facts as given 
by the officer a News Review reporter 
tailed at the uninviting apartment atta 
the sight 
(hat met his gaze 
almost 
beggars description. 
There 
lay 
the 
man en a cot writhing in pain. 
With 
bis eyes blackened and swollen near­ 
ly shut and his other features showing 
evidences of pain and ill 
usage 
he 
tried but in yam to present an appear 
ante not warranting fears for his ulti­ 
mate recovery. To the questions 
of 
the reporter he answered almost inau­ 
dibly and then. only w ith the greatest 
effort. 
“ Why I am in this awful condition 
I hardly know,’’ said he. "I don’t re­ 
member ii at all. Last Saturday night 
about ii: o’clock I was walking up Sec­ 
ond stivet with Tom Boyd and two 
women. 
F'om then until Monday aft­ 
ernoon my mind was a blank. They 
tell me that 
three fellows jumped on 
ami commencecd pounding me 
until 
they knocked me to the ground, uncon­ 
scious; also that I was carried to this 
room by two men whose names i don't 
know, 
lf (he men who assaulted me 
were after money, they got left, 
be­ 
cause I never carry more than a dol­ 
lar. I would not know the fellows, but 
think that I iv member the spot where 
they jumped on me. 
It was terribly 
dark and they must have jumped on 
me from behind. 
My! but my 
heal 
hurts. 
Please don’t ask 
any 
more 
egestions. 
I know that I am going to 
die.’’ 
One of the women that was 
with 
him at tne time of the assault is now 
taaing care of him. She talked free­ 
ly. but was unable to throw any light 
upon the matter. 
She said, however, 
that she w’ould know the men if they 
were brought 
before her. 
The man has been under the care 
of two physicians and one of them sta­ 
ted last evening that the patient has 
a possible (hance for recovery, 
but 
may take a sudden turn for the worse 
and die w ithin a few minutes. It seems 
that the blood has rushed to the suf­ 
ferer's head, and if it is not started in 
circulation the result will eventually 
be fatal

ASK FOR PROXIES 


Trenton Potteries Company to Ratify 
Action of the Board of 
Directors. 
Trenton, June 
14.—In 
accordance 
with the recent decision of the direc­ 
tors of the Trenton Potteries company, 
recommending the adoption of a plat; 
for the payment of the back dividends 
on the preferred stock, amounting to 
44 per cent of that issue, or $55‘),000, 
the company has issued 
a 
call for 
proxies for the ratification of the agree­ 
ment. 
This provides that the accumulated 
preferred dividends be discharged by 
the issue of certificates bearing 4 per 
cent interest to be paid out of 
the 
current earnings of the company. Such 
interest, however, is not 
cumulative, 
out shall take precedence over the div­ 
idends on the preferred stock. 
It is expected that the plan for re­ 
funding th e -back dividends will 
be­ 
come operative July I. 
The certificates 
will be redeemed 
from current surplus or earnings, be­ 
ginning January next, when $255,000 
will be set aside and an equal 
sum 
each year until the issue is cancelled 


Jason H. Brookes, attorney for the

Liverpool 
Railway 
company, 
when interviewed by a New-s Review 
reporter today, 
presented 
the com­ 
pany’s position regarding the Pleasant 
Heights extension. He said: 
“The impressions that have been cir­ 
culated to the effect that the East Liv­ 
erpool Railway company will 
neither 
build the Pleasant Heights extension 
nor permit others to build it is entirely 
erroneous.

These are 
permat cut improvements made at tin 
expense of ti.e company, and of which 
the city reaps largely the benefits, and 
the company is willing to make satis- 
factory arrangements with respect i, 
these improvements looking to 
their 
use by whoever builds tilt iiue. 
’’’For oil relive a, our 
experience on 
Calcutta road has been quite enough 
and has convinced us that a road to 
Pleasant Heights would be an unsafe 
line to operate. The proposition 
to 
conl i ii,life $.’ ,000, which these gentle 
men say they are willing to make to- 
wards building tho extension, is little 
inducement to the company. One acei: 
dent on the Calcutta road has already 
cos:, directly v>r indirectly, over 
OOO, and there were but three passen­ 
gers on that car. A runaway on

Lisbon road, with a loaded ear, would 
cause damage enough to bankrupt the 
road, and the attorneys who plead so

Pittsburg, June 14.— The spectacle 
of two pastors so poorly paid that they 
are compelled to teach in the public 
schools to make a living, the offer to 
sell a church that cost $1,000 for $10, 
and the prospect of losing three or 
four congregations to the Methodist 
Episcopal church are a few of the in­ 
teresting features that are promised 
at the coining annual session of the 
M. 
P. 
conference 
at 
Knoxville. 
This strutting state of affairs Is be­ 
ing brought to the attention of the 
conference through a letter just Issued 
by Rev. W. H. Gladden, of East Liver­ 
pool, who is the conference presi­ 
dent. 
The letter on next Monday 
morning will come up for considera­ 
tion at the preachers’ meeting in the 
Methodist Protestant building. Fifth 
avenue. 
Reorganization and the con­ 
solidation of perhaps a dozen of the 
weaker (hurdles throughout the con­ 
ference will be among the most seri­ 
ous questions to be considered at the 
Knoxville meeting. 
Mr. Gladden says 
In bis letter: 
“At Bakerstown and Mt. Olive, two 
charges but four miles apart, we have 
tho spectacle of both pastors spending 
six hours a day in the school room for 
a large part of tin* year, to supplement 
tin it* m eager support 
$400 
or 
$ >00 
ach ti year -with the wages of the 
school teacher, that they may get a 
bring. 
Two pastors employed In this 
questlot ’ 
rn 
bile 
other 
charges are entirely without pastoral 
supply, the laborers being so few. 
“Now, It seems to me that lf th ese 
two 
charges, Bakerstown 
and 
Mt. 
Olive, whit h are but four miles apart, 
could be consolidated, a comfortable 
support could be given to one man for 
all I*in time which I think would bo 
much more effective than, say, half 
time from both.” 
Mr. Gladden continues In ti is letter: 
"In Washington 
subdistrict, in 
the 
western 
part of Greene county, we 
h a w four 
(hurdles, 
Fairview, 
Mt. 
Zion, 
Bethel anti Pleasant Hill, ami 
an Interest In a union church at Long 
Run, none of which has had n regular 
pastor for several years. 
We are in 
danger of losing several of these ap­ 
pointments, where we have thousands 
of dolors worth of property 
and a 
hundred members, at 
least, to 
the 
West Virginia conference of the Meth­ 
odist 
Episcopal 
church. 
Overtures 
are now being made, and listened to 
by many, with this end in view. 
“O ne sale has 
actually been 
at­ 
tem pte d that of 
the Pleasant 
Hill 
church for $10, which cost us $1,(>00. 
These people have been told that. we 
have abandoned them; many believe 
it, and I confess It looks very much 
Uke it but a little while longer and all 
our Interests in that community wilt 
be lost.

attention 
Is 
also 
needed. 
“I would suggest 
that 
Rev. R. B. 
Whitehead, pastor of Monongahela cir­ 
cuit. call a conference of all the pas­

aud formulate propositions for tho con­ 
sideration of tie* fourth quarterly con­ 
ference of this district, looking to a 
readjustment of our shattered bound­ 
aries.

The story is told of an ubbe of the 
seventeenth century who was as de­

mass one morning he observed a smile 
of contempt on the face of one of the 
courtiers present and detetiniueJ to 
avenge himself by serving a process 
upon him for appearance in court the 
following day. 
The offender, M. de Lasson by name, 
knowing that things would go hard 
with him unless he could show some 
reason for his mirth, made a hasty 
sketch of the hunchback abbe, exag- 
j gerating in size the six black cups and 
the waistcoats in which he was wont 
to appear, and when he was solemnly 
asked to show’ cause for his unseemly 
mirth and indignity to the holy church 
he suddenly displayed before his judges 
the caricature of the abbe as his “ex­ 
cuse.” The likeness was so excellent 
aud the cartoon so grotesque that the 
entire court fell to laughing, aud the 
accused was liberated without a repri­ 
mand. 
This is the first authentic case of the 
power of tile cartoon in a hall of jus­ 
tice, but it illustrates the power of the 
pencil in depicting the follies of the 
foolish and the affectations of the arti­ 
ficial. 
There is no telling when the art of 
caricature began. There are a number 
of grotesques that have come down to 
us from earliest Egyptian times. The 
Greeks employed pictures to emphasize 
their satire, and so did the Romans. 
All through the middle ages there were 
numberless examples of “grotesque- 
ries” which, curiously enough, were 
used iu enforcing the doctrines of the 
church by means of satirizing the devil. 
But the eighteenth century was the 
heyday of the cartoon. 
Beginning in France and overrunning 
into Holland and thence across the 
channel Into England, the flood of cari­ 
caturists carried everything before it, 
and it is safe to say that we rend the 
history of the times with clearer vision 
and with more accuracy of detail for 
the mirror which caricaturists held up 
to reflect the striking peculiarities of 
the men and events passing before it.

Writers have commonly assumed that 
such minuteness was the product of 
poetic fancy, which reduced these spir­ 
its to a size much below that admitted 
by popular belief, bfit this is an error. 
Folklore supplies us with abundant 
examples of fairies who can carry no 
more than a single straw, who emerge 
from a molehill and make a thread 
bridge In order to traverse a keyhole. 
Concordant is the testimony of lan­ 
guage, as when the foxglove passes for 
being a fairy cap. 
If a size so reduced cannot allow his­ 
torical interpretation, still less does 
ethnology explain the qualities of these 
fays, who iu power do not differ from 
their larger cousins. Queen Mob, ne 
larger than the jewel of a ring, is yet 
charged with the functions of a birth 
goddess. The least fairy can steal a 
bride or a baby; tenuity is of less con­ 
sequence, since any tiny sprite can at 
will assume gigantic proportions. The 
fairies who in one canton are repre­ 
sented as dwarfish in the uext may be 
described as gigantic. 
The contrast, which cannot be ac 
counted for as arising from historical 
memories, may be easily explained by 
the early modes of conceiving nature. 
In prehistoric conception a mountain 
might pass for a large man, a river for 
a tall one. while the Inmates of petty 
hillocks would naturally be imagined 
as possessing a form corresponding to 
the narrow limits of their habitants.--

employ of the coal companies went 
steadily on. 
Their campaigns against 
the engineers, firemen and pumpmen 
was nearly over last night, most of 
these men being out, and the union 
was paying more attention to the fire 
bosses, clerks and others who had 
taken the places of those who quit. 
Pressure was being brought to bear 
on them In every possible way. Quite 
a number of tho fire bosses through 
out the region have already stopped 
work because they had been asked to 
take the strikers’ places, and at a 
n eeting held here 
yesterday after 
noon about a dozen more consented 
to Join the strikers. 
The officials of the coal companies 
in this region are complaining of what 
they call "secret intimidation” of the 
families of workmen who have 
re­ 
mained loyal to the employers, threat­ 
ening to boycott merchants who sell 
t > the families of men who are work­ 
ing, most of the men being kept at 
tee collieries, while their families are 
a', home. One official said in part: 


Appeals From Unprotected Families. 
“Every day we get appeals from 
these families and in every instance 
the company takes it upon itself to 
see that they shall not hereafter be 
cut off from their daily supply of the 
necessities of life.” 
The miners’ leaders as a rule will 
not talk on the matter of boycott, but 
the rank and file 
of 
the strikers 
openly admit that they try to boycott 
ad men whom they look upon as be 
inc "unfair" workers. 
During a terrific thunder storm in 
this region last night a mule barn of 
tho Delaware and Hudson company's 
Boston colliery 
at 
Larksville 
was 
struck by lightning and set on fire. 
The flames spread rapidly and 
300 
strikers formed a bucket brigade and 
prevented the fire from spreading to 
the big coal breaker, which is in close 
proximity to ‘he burning barn.

Concordant is the testimony of lan­ 
guage, as when the foxglove passes for 
being a fairy cap. 
If a size so reduced cannot allow his­ 
torical interpretation, still less does 
ethnology explain the qualities of these 
fays, who in power do not differ from 
their larger cousins. Queen Mab, no 
larger than the jewel of a ring, Is yet 
charged with the functions of a birth 
goddess. The least fairy can steal a 
bride or a baby; tenuity is of less con­ 
sequence, since any tiny sprite can at 
will assume gigantic proportions. The 
fairies who in one canton are repre­ 
sented as dwarfish iii the uext may be 
described as gigantic. 
The contrast, which cannot be ac 
counted for as arising from historical 
memories, may be easily explained by 
the early modes of conceiving nature. 
In prehistoric conception a mountain 
might pass for a large man, a river for 
a tall one. while the inmates of petty 
hillocks would naturally be imagined 
as possessing a form corresponding to 
the narrow limits of their habitants.-- 
International Monthly.

NEW HORSESHOERS’ LAW 


Held to Be Invalid By Attorney Gen­ 
eral Sheets— East 
Liverpool Man

Columbus, June ll. — Arguments 
were marie in the supreme court 
by 
Prosecutor Jason H. Brookes, of Co­ 
lumbiana; County Solicitor P. H. Ki­ 
ser, of Cleveland, and 
ex-Prosecutor 
It. M. Wanamaker, of Summit, on 
a 
motion to advance the hearing of the 
celebrated tax case Involving the coun­ 
ties through which the C. & P. road 
passes and have it tried on its merits. 
The decision of the court will probably 
be given on Tuesday, the regular day 
for th* handing down 
of decisions. 
Prosecutor Lewis, of Jefferson, 
has 
flh'd a brief with the court asking that 
the report of Master Commissioner C. 
C, Connell be set aside. The suit war. 
brought by the auditor of Tuscarawas 
against auditors of Columbiana, Stark, 
Mahoning, Portage, Summit, Cuyaho­ 
ga, Jefferson, Carroll and Belmont for 
a reapportionment of the valuation ot 
the C. & P. line. 


Attorney General Sheets, in an infor­ 
mal opinion, h-Jds that the law enact­ 
ed by the last general assembly cre­ 
ating ft hoard of examiners for horse­ 
shoe! s is unconstitutional, in that it is 
not of uniform application.

not hasty. The residents of th** Lisbon 
road have been making preparations 
for the past two months to take their 
request before the council.

June t>, that the council would be ask­ 
ed to take action at its next meeting. 
At that time the manager was waited 
upon by a committee of four men rep­ 
resenting tho taxpayers of our commo 
city and their Interests. It was the de­ 
sire of this committee to avoid,

tar as possible, doing anything 
that 
would be a hardship to the company, 
amt had they been given any encour­ 
agement whatever the council would 
never have bean asked to consider the 
matter. Mr. Healy was asked

In Manila alone a total of 277 cases, 
with 215 deaths, had occurred up to 
April 15, the date of the report, with 
453 cases and 308 deaths outside the 
city.

Clear rods and magentas, for 
instance, should not be close neigh­ 
bor#.

Find out their habits, their 
likes and dislikes.

of unfailing pleasure, and it pays rich 
Interest In perpetual bloom. 
Llntda plants are good for low hedges. 
Plants a foot aud a ha lf apart will soon 
run branches together, and the foliage 
is dense from the ground up.

flowers are almost as brilliant as those 
of the dahlia and ore produced freely 
from July to late October.

For ninny years the Swiss govern­ 
ment has been making observations 
through its forestry stations on the 
temperature of the air, of the trees aud 
the soil In tho forests. 
These observa­ 
tions show that the temperature In the 
forests Is always Indow the tempera­ 
ture outside. 
The temperature also 
varies according to the trees compos­ 
ing the forests. 
A beech forest Is always cooler than 
a forest of lurch. 
As to the trunks of 
the trees, they are always cooler than 
the surrounding air. 
Regarding the 
temperature of the soil, It Is found thut 
lo the forest the temperature Is Invari­ 
ably below that of the air. Outside the 
forest the soil Is always warmer than 
the air in summer and colder In win­ 
ter.

People W ho T r y to Pay Postage In 
T h a t W a y . 
“Hero a p two pennies just turned In 
to the superintendent of delivery by 
one of the carriers,” remarked an offi­ 
cial of the W ashington city postoffice a 
few days ago. “The amount of cash 
gathered up by the collectors of mail 
Is really surprising. 
Hardly a day 
passes without a certain percentage of 
the coin of tho rea m finding its way 
to my desk through the medium of tile 
street letter boxes. 
"It is hard to believe, but hundreds 
c.f persons every day in the year drop 
unstamped letters in the box with pen­ 
nies to accompany them to cover the 
postage. 
They think tile money will 
do just as well us stamps. 
But they 
are mistaken. All such unstamped let­ 
ters. if there is no identifying mark on 
the envelope, ultimately land in the 
dead letter office. 
“It often happens,” added the postal 
official, “that coins placed in envelopes 
for 
transmission 
work 
their 
way 
through the paper. 
In nine cases out 
of ten, even when the money so'lost 
is no more than a dime, this office Is 
notified of the occurrence by the loser, 
who requests th at he be reimbursed.”

Kansas 
Border 
Warfare 


How Judge 
Lynch 
Broke Up 
Cleveland’s 
Jayhawkers 


From tile beginning of the civil war 
untif peace was declared the Kansas 
border from the Nebraska line to the 
Indian Territory was the scene of law 
lesaness and disorder. The demoraliz­ 
ing effects of civil war never found 
more remarkable exemplification than 
in the history of Cleveland’s Jayhawk­ 
ers. 
Congressman Charles F. Cochran of 
the St. Joseph district, who was an 
eyewitness of the rem arkable scenes 
occurring In th at reign of terror, tells 
an interesting stiry of the float break­ 
ing up of the gang. 
“In the earlier years of the war,” 
says fltfr. Cochran, “thieves regularly 
organized Into companies, with cap 
talus whose authority was recognized 
by the rank and file, with headquarters 
in the towns and cities of eastern K an­ 
sas, masqueraded as saviors of the 
Union and upon the pretense that they 
were serving the cause thrived am az­ 
ingly by pillaging the farmhouses and 
barns of neighboring counties in Mis 


BDllDUrNO A DESPERADO, 
south Atchison was the headquarters 
of Cleveluud’s gang, the most active 
and the boldest of tile banditti. 
“ In the capacity of saviors of the 
Union they took upon themselves the 
task of driving nil persons suspected of 
sympathy for ‘the lost cause’ out of 
Kansas. 
“Tom Ray. proprietor of an extensive 
blacksmithing and wagon shop, was 
banished. In a month or two he re 
turned, but not until after he had 
halted tit Winthrop, a village opposite 
Atchison, and opened up negotiations 
which resulted in a grant of permission 
to remain in Atchison long enough to 
settle up his business and collect con 
aldernhIe sums due from bis customers 
He registered at the old Massa si lit 
House, but did not tarry long. Major 
It. II. Weightmnn. an early settler, 
who left Atchison In KMM and accepted 
a colonel’s commission in tho Confed 
crate army, bad been killed at Wilson’s 
Creek. 
“While sitting in the M assn sol t House 
barroom Buy was approached by Sandy 
Corb*u. a somewhat notorious charac 
ter, who handled most of the horses 
stolen by Cleveland’s thieves.

When one recalls the statem ent of 
Chinese sinologues that the sayings of 
Confucius require 7,000 characters, this 
seems to be a moderate estimate. The 
Chinese language is derived from 214 
root words, which expand into the 4,CHK) 
or 3,000 words of daily use and the 
thirty odd thousand of tho dictionary. 
It requires 11,000 spaces to boid a 
font of Chinese type. The large cases, 
or false partitions, are ranged about 
the room and divided into spaces for 
each ludividuaI type, each a word com­ 
plete in itself. 
A Chinese printer, it is 
estimated, can arrange 4,000 charac­ 
ters a day. The work has been careful­ 
ly systematized, and the characters are 
arranged according to their formation. 
A si tuple character designates its group, 
and ti e elaboration of form Is the elab­ 
oration of its meaning, as our termi- 
nativ* s and prefixes elaborate the root. 
A division is devoted to the simple 
•hara«*ttr that stands for “wood" and 
all of its a n r lifications. 
In ibis space 
or column are to he found “box," “bed,"

The story is told of un abbe of the 
seventeenth century who was as de­ 
formed in figure as he was ridiculous 
In dress, aud as sensitive about Los 
physical deformity us lie was vain of 
bis eccentric attire, that while serving 
mass one morning he observed a smile 
of contempt on the face of one of the 
courtiers present and detetiniucj to 
avenge himself by serving a process 
upon bim for appearance in court the 
following day. 
The offender, M. de Lasson by nam e 
knowing th at things would go laird 
with him unless he could show sorno 
reason for his mirth, made a hasty 
sketch of the hunchback abbe, exag­ 
gerating In size the six black cups and 
the waistcoats In which he w as wont 
to appear, and when he was solemnly 
asked to show cause for his unseemly 
mirth and indignity to the holy church 
he suddenly displayed before his Judges 
the caricature of the abbe as bis "ex­ 
cuse." The likeness was so excellent 
and the cartoon so grotesque that the 
entire court fell to laughing, aud the 
accused was liberated without a repri­ 
mand. 
'ibis is the first authentic case of the 
power of the cartoon In a hall of ju s­ 
tice, but it illustrates the power of the 
pencil in depicting the follies of the 
foolish and the affectations of the arti­ 
ficial. 
There Is no telling when the a rt of 
caricature began. There are a number 
of grotesques th at have come down to 
us from earliest Egyptian times. The 
Greeks employed pictures to emphasize 
their satire, mid so did the Romans. 
All through the middle ages there were 
numberless examples of "grotesque- 
rles" which, curiously enough, were 
used in enforcing the doctrines of the 
church by means of satirizing the devil.

One of the remarkable features of 
country life In America is the singular 
persistence of the rail fence and the 
dugout canoe. No matter how thickly 
settled a section may become or how’ 
long it may have been settled, these 
two survivors of early s ttlernc nt linger 
on as stubbornly as ever, Today in the 
thickest settled parts of New England 
md New York the rail fence Is met 
with, while the shad fishermen of the 
Potomac and Jam es rivers and Chesa­ 
peake bay, on the banks of Which the 
first English settlements in America 
W’ere established, still manufacture and 
employ the old dugout canoe In making 
the rounds of their shad nets. 
The dugout came is the simplest and 
most primitive water craft known and 
was used by prehistoric man, both in 
this country, Europe and Asia. 
It is 
made out of a log of wood by trimming 
the outside down to the proper propor­ 
tions of a boat and by “ digging out” 
tho Inside xvi til on adz and by the aid 
of fire. The Potomac river dugout Is to­ 
day pretty much the same as It was 
in tho days of Powhatan and differs 
from tho general run of dugout canoes 
in the absence of a curved boxv and 
stern and in having rather high Rides, 
which rise to a summit from either 
end of the boot, being highest In the 
middle, where the scat is placed.—
